Fhe owner of these treasures is Dr
tonry H. Rosby, of Detroit. who,

From all this he esme out much the
worse for wear. but still full of enthu-
sinam, and confident that out of the
three hundrad native dengs e had ox-
imined, two or three wonld prove sn-
perior to the similar remedios now
Enown to the medieal profession.

| exeessive fat.  Cows of improved beef
breeds are more liable to this than
hose having less natural tendency to
ay on fat.  Hoifers well kept ddring
winter, and turned on fine pastures in
the spring, become fat befure autumn,
A thrifty heifer can be wintered in good
condition on good tame hay, with a lit-
tle bran or other non-fatwning fobd.
{ If the aulmal is given & warin shelter,
{ very lttle grain is advisable, and the
sapply of hay should be regulated by
actual wants. Freedom and exerciss
are to be given at all times when the
weanther is not oo severaa As soon as
the grass is well startea in spring,
heifers and cows in calt, should be
turned out where they will be compeled
o travel & great deal for food. In
well-fed herds the Larrea cows are
usually those which are inclined to fat-
ten, ra‘her than those which change
